TWO MURDERERS AMONG THEM.,

Well Planned, Well Executed Scheme
-=Blood Hounds
Made By Them.

Following Tracks

Yorkville, 8. O.—(Special),—There
was a wholesale delivery of prisoners ab
the conuty jnil Sunday morning about 3
o'clock. Amoune the prisoners that es-
caped are M. 1. Reese and Dave F.
Luckie, convicted of the murder of
Chas, F. Willisms, of Tunnel Hill,
Gia., and sentenced to the penilentiary
for life, but waiting the result of an ap-

peal to the Supreme Counrt. There
were ouly two white pr isoners that es-
caped, but in addition to these were
eiu\'tm negroes, who effected their es-
cape also,  These negroes nre charged

with varions misdemennors, but ur:neof
the crimes ave serivis.

The escape of the prisoners was not
diseovered nntil about 7 o'clock Monday
morninge, but Sherift Logan promptly
eave the slarm and summoned his
POsSses,

The manuer in which the delivery
was effected shows o szyveat deal of
ingenuity and is undoubtedly dne to
the fertile brain of M. R. Reese. When
the juil was sear¢hed it was found that
a hole large enough to admit the body
of a nian had been bored from the cell
of Reese throngh the ceiling, Throngh
this hole the prisoners erawled to a
point ddrectly over the stuirway. fere
another hole was ent in the ceiling and
by menns of hlunkets the prisoners let
themselves down to the floor, and from
there 1o the ground by means of -the
stairway was a vory simple thing,

TFor four successive years the grand
jury has recommended that eages be
put in the jail in place of the present
inseenre arrancement, but the connty

commissioners have hcul deaf to suel
:l;ll-uulﬂ No blane can be attached to
Sheriff Lozan, nor were the people of
this town surprised at the delivery for
the condition of the jail was well
known.

Blood honnds have been secnred and
are now following tracks hl;muwed to
have been made by some of thegrison-
ers, 1tis the common uup[msltwuthat
Reese drove to Boek Hill in convey-
ances provided for him by his friends
and there took the teain for the North,
He was known to have had about $2,000
on his Person.

There is a grent deal of excitement
over the delivery and rewards will un-
doubtedly be uﬂmed On a Bible of
Luckie's Teft in his cell was found these
words: ““R. 2. Tlees, David F. Luckie,
in remembrance of us.”

The Governor has been asked to offer

Better Prices for Grains--The Influ=
ences on the Cotton Market.

Messrs, R. G. Dnn & Co. say:
“Slightly better prices for wheat, cot-
ton, wool and won and a money market
well adapted to encourage liberal pur-
chases. ngainst fntnre improvement in
business, have rendered the past week
more hopeful than any other since early
in November. The leavy excess of
merchandise exports over imports in
Jannary, the continuance uf exchange
rates showing that Hurope is still lurge-
ly indebted to this country on uulent
seconnt, and the prospect that Congress
will adjonrn without any disturbing
action, all have thieir favorable .mtiu-
ence on the money market, aud upon
further nndertakines.

“The sales of wools have shar ply de-
clined, amounting to 7,400,300 pounds
for the week, against 9,157,800 for the
previous week, “but owing to the heavy

transartions early in the wmonth, +
sales for tlu'e weeks have been 3(0,-
150,900 pounds, against 12, 168,700

pounds lust yenr. The large mills have
acquired lavge supplies for thie present,
and at any advance of price they appear
ready to drop ont of tln_- warket. The
demand for woolen zoods does not seem
to have expended matevially, and no
yuotable elange in prices has appeared
during the weelk.
